HURRICANE IN THE WEST INDIES. 

Among the passengers in brig Emily, from Porto 
Rico, was Capt. Darry, late ofthe brig Rubicon, of 
Georgetown, from St, Thomas, boupd to Berbadoes, 
which vessel on the 13th ult near the Island of Saba 
was totally dismasted, put back to St. Thomas, where 
she wascomdemned apd sold. 

We learn from Capt. Darry that the burricane had 
been severe at the Island of Antigua—all the vessels 
in port were driven ashore, and considerable injury 
was done to the town. . 

At St. Croix. all the vessels dragged ashore—the 
brig Bogota, of New York, cut away hey maste—the 
St. Thomas and §t. (Crojg packet—(formerly the 
Journal Com.)—of New York, was lost, and nine 
persons on board perished. Capt Lucas was saved, 
he having drifted down to Porto Rico onthe maiy 
mast. 

The hurricane was pot sg severely felt at St. Tho- 
mas, the wind being from the N. E., and the sea not 
setting into the harbor no damage of any consequence 
was done except to the wharves. 

Six vessels of different nations had arrived since 
the gale at St. Thomas, all dismasted.

ATTEMPT UPON’TUE KING'S LIFE BY AN INFERNAL MA- 
CHINE. 

It is with the deepest concern we lay before our 
readers the details of the above herrible event, 
which took place at the review yesterday. Afver 
having passed along the Boulevard to the farthest 
point at which the National Guards and the troops 
were drawn up, His Majesty, accompanied by the

de Joinville, and a numerous and brilliant staff, were 
returning along the same line to the Place Vendome, 
when the troops were to file off before him. At 12, 
at the moment when he had reached the Boulevard 
du ‘Temple, a little before the ‘Theatres des Funam.- 
bules, a tremendous explesion, resembling regular 
platoon firing, was heard. At first it was supposed 
to be a discharge ef fireworks, but the falling and 
cries of the vietimesoon revealed the reality, and 
excessive confusion ensued——an infernal machine 
had just poured forth a shower of balls upon the cor- 
fege that ssu:reunded the King! Marshal Mor ier 
Duke de Treviso, fell and expired without uttering 
a word. Several other officers, and some of the Na. 
tional Guards, were also killed, and a considerable 
number of persons wounded, The falling of rome 
horses, among which was that of Marshal Moritier, 
and the capering of others, added to the tumult, 
which it would ve difficult to describe. During the 
sevne the King, whose arm had been grazed by a bul- 
let, and whose horse received a wound in the neck, 
maintained his calmness by which he is distinguish 
ed, and displayed remarkable courage by riding up 
in the direction of the house from which the explo- 
sioncame. After the first emotion had paesed, the 
cortege continued its route amidst shouts of ey for 
the preservation. of the King’s life, and threats otf 
vengeance against the assassins, ‘The bodies of the 
slain and .he persons who were wounded were carri 
ed to the Cafe Turc opposite, where medical assis. 
tance was immediately afforded to such as were still 
alive. Smoke was seen to proceed from the house 
No. 50 on the Boulevard du Temple, of which the 
ground floor and firstdluor are occupied by a wine 
dealer named Perault, Each story consists of only 
one chamber, which is Eghted by a single window in 
front. The house was immediately surrounded, and 
all the persons found in it arrested. The room in 
which the machine had been constructed is very 
emall, its dimensions being only six and a half fret 
by seven. The machine was made with great skill, 
of wood, with iron braces, and extremely solid. ‘Two 
uprights supported two crossbars of woud, placed

Tue Comers.—The Comets are now in the neigh 
borhood of this ‘* mundane sphere,” one of which has 
been seen and identified, through a telescope,at New. 
haven. The period of reyoluéion of Halley’s Comet, 
is 76 years; while that of Encke’s is only 1200 days, 
A writer in the Liverpool Albion under date of July 
Qist, who gives an ephemeris of Halley’s Comet, from 
that date till the end of August, says, ‘* Encke’s Co- 
met is presumed to have already entered the sphere 
of the Earth’s orbit, and has little more than a month 
to run before it makes the tury round its goal near 
the Sun, being then only 33 millions of miles dis. 
tance from the Sun. Halley’s Comet has not yet 
entered the sphere of the orbit of Mars, and will not 
reach the boundary of the sphere of the Earth's orbit 
| before the beginuing of October. Its perihelion will 
| take place on the 13th of November, at the distance 
of 55 millions of miles from the Sun. In the begin. 
ning of August, Halley’s Comet wil! cross the plane 
of the ecliptic, and both may be visible by powerful 
telescopes, for at that time Encke’s Comet will also 
be within range, Halley in the constellation of the 
Sull, and Encke in the constellation of the Crab. 
This event will be one of the greatest triumphs of 
modern science, since it will give the accomplish 
ment of the predicted returns of two Comets, of 
| which the orbits have been laid down by abstract cal- 
| culation.”

ARPHIS LANATA; OR AMERICAN BLIGHT. 


There is reason to suppose that this destructive in- 
sect which has been found so fatal to fruit trees in 
England, and so difficult to exterminate, is rapidly 
gaining ground in this country ; and the attention of 
the owners of orchards, and nursery-men, cannot be 
too vigilantly fixed on the earliest visits of this un- 
welcome intruder. In England, for the want of a 
better vulgar name, it is called the American Blight. 
from the supposition, for a time entertained, that it 
originated inthis country ; but as there is every rea- 
son to believe that it was first brought to America on 
fruit trees imported from Rurope, it is evident the 
appellation is an improper one. But whatever may 
have been its origin, it has established itself among 
us, and much care will be necessary to prevent our 
fruit trees and shrubbery from being overrun with it. 
From notices of the insectin previous volumes of the 
Farmer, and other works, it appears there are at least 
two species of the Aphis Lanata in this country. 
For the first time, however, it has fallen under my 
notice this summer,*and then @ discovered it on some 
thrifty vines of the Solanum Dulcamrra, or Bitter 
Sweet, trained over the windows of a friend’s resi- 
dence. The appearance of the Aphis, where it fir:¢ 
shows itself, resembles, in some degree, the common 
apple tree louse, and being covered with a hard tor- 
toise like shell, and apparently glued tothe place on 
the branch where itis stationed. {t gradually, how. 
ewer, attains a size several times larger than the 
common insect ; and them, while with ils head it

in thickness ; and itii this peculiar substance which 
enables us at once to detect its presence and its spe- 
ies. The manner in which it spreads from tree to 
tree, or two different branches of the same tree, with 
such rapidity, was at first rather mysterious ; buta 
careful examination showed there were at least two 
ways in which this might be performed. Aftera 
considerable body of this cottony matter is thrown 
out, a slightyellowish tinge is perceptible in the 
mass, and by submitting a quantity of this substance 
to the action of a compound microscope of consider- 
able power, | saw that thie colur arose frem an al 
most infinite number of young Lanata, alive and 
vigorous. It was scarcely — to select or sepa- 
rate the smallest quantity of the mass, without hav- 
ing a multitude of the young fry clinging to it ; and 
asit was liable to be blown away by every gust of 
wind, it was easy to perceive they might be scattered 
in every direction, fixing themselves on whatever 
branches the floating filaments lodged. With the aid 
of the microscope they could also be seen liberating 
themselves from the mass, and by the usual power of 
| locomotion, spreading themselves rapidly to any part 
of the branch on whieh the parent Aphis was affixed 
attheir pleasure. It would seem, therefore, that the 
mischief, wherever it commences, must spread with 
destruciive rapidity, and unless at once checked, 
soon assume the character of a formidable evil. dn 
England it has beea found that a wash, which forms, 
when dry, e kind of varoish on the tree, by prevent- 
ing the rise of the cottony fibres, and at the same 
time destroy ing, by fastening them to the tree, such of 
the young as have leftthe protective mass, has been 
the most effectual cure. Undoubtedly, however, the 
best way for those who have orchards, nurseries, and

Desirous of ascertaining the natural food of the 
scorpion, I enclosed one (which measured tbree quar- 
ters of aninch from the head to the insertion of the

closed it with a cork perforated by a quill for the ad- 
mission ofair ; the insects seemed carefully to avoid 
each other retiring to opposite ends af the bottle, | 
which was placed horizontally. By giving it grad- | 
ual inclination, the scorpion was forced into contact 
with the spider, when a sharp encounter took place, 
the latter receiving repeated stings from his veno- 
mous adversary, apparently without the least injury, 
and with his web soon lashed the scorpion’s tail to 
his back, subsequently securing his legs and claws 
with the same materiel. Un this state Ijeft them 
some time, in order to order to observe what effect 
would be produced on the spider, by the wounds he 
had received. On my return, however, I was disap- 
pointed, the ants having entered and destroyed them 


In the West Indies, I have daily witnessed cruwds 
ot these little inseets destroying the spider or cock- 
roach. As soon as he is despatohed they carry him 
to their nest. I have frequently seen them drag their 
prey perpendicularly up the wall; and although the

DIGGING WELLS IN SAND. 
BY L. aA. & 

Waving recently dugtwo Wells, the last twenty 
feet of each being in sand, the method adopted to 
excavate a sufficient depth into this troublesome ma- 
terial to well diggers, @ think it superior to the old 
practice of curbing. 

The Wells are each five and a halffeet in diame- 
ter, and on reaching the sand and water, we placed 
a wheel, made of two thicknesses of two inch oak 
plank firmly pinned together, of the same diameter 
of the well, with a hole cut through its center, of 
about three feet diameter, leaving the segment about 
fifteen inches wide. On the segment of this wheel, 
we commenced laying our wall, untill it was about 
one foot high. We then filled in, behind the wall, a 
quantity of coarse gravel, to prevent the sand from 
running into the well with the water, thus forming 
an excellent filtrator. We then commenced remoyv- 
ing the sand from the hole thus formed, and when 
the wall settled a foot, we laid up another foot lock- 
ed in with gravel. In this way we continued exca- 
vating and walling with perfect ease and safety, un- 
til the well was of sufficient depth to furnish the re- 
quisite quantity of water. The advantages of this 
method of forming a well in sand over the old plan 
of curbing, and leaving in the wella quantity of 
wood to injure the water, must be too obvious to re- 
quire illustration, not only making a much better 
well, but ata much less expense.
